Tenements shall have had at least certain primary Requisites for the Comfort and Health. 
Comfort and Health of the Tenants : Be it therefore enacted by the 
Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
10 Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows ; 

I. The Description of Tenements within this Act shall be : Act 

1 . Any Dwelling House, held with not more than Half an Acre i. Dwelling Houje 

(if any) of Land as a Garden or cultivated Allotment : IiStaer^ 

2, Of which the Tenure shall have been weekly or monthly ; 2 . Tenure. 

15 3 . And of which the Rent shall not have exceeded the Rate of 3. Rent.

II. The under-named ;Sections of “The Summary Jurisdiction 
(Ireland) Act, 1851 ” shall be applicable to Tenements within this 5 
Act as follows : 

1. The Fifteenth Section shall apply to the Delivery of the Posses- 

sion of any such Tenement, when wrongftilly overheld, in the 
same Manner as it would now apply to the Delivery of the 
Possession of any Tenement within the said Act : lo 

Provided that the Tenancy (except in the Cases of Default 
herein-after mentioned) shall have been determined by a written 
Notice to quit, delivered to the Tenant personally (or left for 
him with some Person apparently in occupation of his Dwell- 
ing) at least One Week or One Month (according as the 15 
Tenure shall have been weekly or monthly) before the 
Expiration of any Week or Month of the Tenure : 

2. The Sixteenth Section shall apply to the Recovery of the Rent 

of any such Tenement, due by the Tenant to the Landlord, in 
the same Manner as it would now apply to the Recovery of 20 
any Wages due by the Landlord to the Tenant: 

Provided that such Rent shall have accrued due not less 
than One Week, and not more than One Month, before the 
Issue of the Summons in the Case : 

But no Order shall be made under the said Sections except upon Proof 
at the Hearing of the Case : 

First: That the Tenement had the following Requisites at the 
Commencement of the Tenancy, viz. : 

(a) The Walls and a sufficient Chimney built of Stones and 
Mortar, or Bncks and Mortar : 30 

(J) At least Two separate Rooms : 

(c) A sufficient external Window, "with a moveable glazed Sash 
for the Admission of Air, in each Room : 

(d) A sufficient Privy ; 

(e) A Space at least Wide extending immediately 35 

along the whole Front of the Dwelling (or, where any 
public Thoroughfare shall pass nearer, the Space (if any) 
between such Thoroughfare and Dwelling) sufficiently 
levelled and drained : 

(/) A sufficient Space, either at the Ends or in the Rear of 40 
the Dwelling, suited for a Pigsty and Dunghill, when the 
Tenant shall have had one :

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Second ; And that the said Requisites had been in good tcnantablc 
Condition, and adapted to their proper Use, at the Commence 
ment of the last Week or Month of the Tenure for n-hich the 
Landlord shall have received any of the Rent : 

I But this Second Obligation may be dispensed with when the 

Landlord shall not have as yet received any of the Rent sub- 
sequent to the Commencement of the Tenancy, and also when 
and so far as the tenantable Condition of such Requisites shall 
have been defective through the Default of the Tenant, and not 
• of the Landlord: 

And upon further Proof at the Hearing of the Case that, during any 
Week or Month of the Tenure for which the Landlord shall not have 
as yet received any of the Rent, the Tenant had made any wilful 
Default in observing the following Obligations, viz. : 

I First ; Not to permit any Pigsty or Dunghill to remain for more 
than Three consecutive Days in front of the Dwelling, within 
the Space (if any) above required to be levelled and drained; 
and, 

Second; Not to do, or suffer others to do, any wilful Damage to 
I the Tenement : 

Then the Service of the vSummons in the Case shall be deemed to 
have been sufficient (without other Notice to quit) to have , deter- 
mined the Tenancy at the Time of such Service.

III. Whenever the Tenant shall have overheld the Tenement Overhoiding Tenant 
25 (without reasonable Cause) after the Tenancy shall have been deter- 

mined, and the Possession shall have been duly demanded of him by 
the Landlord, he shall be liable to pay to the Landlord the full 
Rent reserved for the Week or Mouth (according to the Tenure), 
during any I*art of which he shall have so overheld the Possession, 

30 and which would have otherwise accrued due in case the Tenancy 
had not been determined. 

IV. Whenever the Tenant shall have sown or planted .upon the Outgoing Tenant to 
Tenement any growing Crop, which shall not have arrived at Matu- 

rity upon the Determination of the Tenancy, no Order shall be made 
35 for the Delivery of the Possession of the Tenement until the Landlord 
shall have paid to the Tenant (or allowed him Credit for) such Sum 
(if any) as the Justices shall think a fair Compensation for such 
Crop. 



V. This Act shall not be deemed to deprive the Landlord, either Act not to deprive 
before or after the Justices may have declined to interfere, of any 
Remedy for the Enforcement of his Rights which he might otherwise 
have in the Superior or other Courts of Law or Equity in Ireland.

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Act not to affect VI. This Act shall not be deemed to interfere with the Jurisdiction 

and Ma'rkctT^^ established by the said recited Act, as to small Tenements,- in certain 
Towns and Villages in Ireland.
